Producer of “The Finest Hours,” the 
Columbia pictures’ release now at the 
 edae isa Theatre in color, Jack Le Vien 
probably is more familiar with the sub- 
ject—Sir Winston Churchill—and his time 
—-World War II—than any other figure 
in the motion picture industry. 

Le Vien knows whereof his cameras 
speak. 

An American, Le Vien’s association 
with the brilliant wartime leader and 
statesman began—as did the association 
of some millions of other Americans — 
with his service in the army. From 1941 
to 1946, Le Vien served with the 3rd 
U.S. Cavalry and the 2nd U. S. Armored 
Division. He became commander of the 
Allied Press Camps for War Correspon- 
dents covering the African, Sicilian, 
Italian, French and German campaigns, 
and he participated in four invasion land- 
ings. 

In this period, Le Vien met Sir Winston 
during one of the latter’s frequent tours 
of the fighting fronts. They met several 
times after that. 

Son and grandson of newspapermen, Le 
Vien became a reporter and cameraman 
at Pathe News after the war, subsequent- 
ly becoming news editor, editor-in-chief 
and executive vice president. He is a 
colonel in the United States Army re- 
serve. 

In 1958, Le Vien became enthused over 
the idea of a Churchill film; a year later, 
when Sir Winston visited the United 
States to confer with President Eisen- 
hower, a meeting was arranged between 
the American newsman and the English 
statesman who “used to be a newspaper- 
man myself once.” Sir Winston agreed 
to Le Vien’s suggestion of a TV series, 
“The Valiant Years,” to be a dramatic 
narative of World War II, based or Sir 
Winston’s memoirs. 

The series was a sensational success, 
both in America and Great Britain, and 
in other parts of the world. 

In 1962, Le Vien wrote. a best-seller, 
“The Valiant Years.” In 1963, as execu- 
tive producer of “Black Fox,’ which was 
narrated by Marlene Dietrich, Le Vien 
won an Academy Award. 

Now, there is “The Finest Hours,” pro- 
duced by Jack Le Vien and based on Sir 
Winston Churchill’s memoirs of the Sec- 
ond World War. 

Peter Baylis directed the new film from 
a screenplay by Victor Wolfson. Orson 
Welles does the narration and the music 
is by Ron Grainer.

One of Brown’s points was that Sir 
Winston spoke at an even 100 words a 
minute, while the average human speaks 
at around 150 words a minute. 

Wymark was chosen to “fill in” for 
Churchill after Le Vien had heard his 
radio readings of Sir Winston’s writings. 


Cost of Huth er! 


Jack Le Vien, producer of the new Co- 
lumbia Pictures release, “The Finest 
Hours; atethes vaccines Theatre in color, 
ran into an unexpected difficulty while he 
was making this picture of Sir Winston 
Churchill’s memoirs of the Second World 
War. He wanted German newsreel film 
material from the Hitler era. 

The problem: a West German govern- 
ment that Le Vien calls: ‘““How to forget 
people and influence friends.” 

“In Nazi Germany,” Le Vien said, “the 
newsreels were filmed by government 
cameramen. Much of this important foot- 
age now belongs to the State. When I 
tried to buy some, the government film 
agency told me I would have to pay 
around five dollars a foot, instead of the 
normal price of about one dollar—and 
that my limit would be 500 feet.” The 
film agency man was candid about the 
reason for the decision, says Le Vien: 
“We want people to forget about the 
Nazis.”
